Congregation Learns It* Buslnee* Has 


Been Transacted In an Illcoif

Independence, Kan —An tneowir- 


ated concern doing business to the 
state of Kansas without a charter is 
not often found, but in this city there 
Is one It is the First Presbyterian 
church, which has not had a charter 
for at least twenty-three years, if 
ever 
In the meantime the trustees 


of the organization have as a board 
representing tbe church bought and 
sold real estate and erected two build- 
ings, a handsome church building and 


manse A meeting was held last 


Thursday evening at which 299 mem- 
bers of tbe congregation were rep- 
resented, either in person or by proxy 
and application was made for a new 
charter 
Tfiis charter 
will legalize 


the acts of the trustees since the ez 
piration of the original charter, which, 
if one ever existed, expired in 1890. 


The church was organized in this 


city in 1S70 It is the opinion of the 
charter members, only two of whom 
are now alive, that a charter was 
secured at that time but if so, it has 
been lost and has not been seen lor 
more than a quarter of a century 
The absence of a charter was dis- 
covered a few weeks ago by one of 
the oldest members, and steps were 
immediately taken to obtain a new 
charter Since the expiration ot the 
old charter the trustees of the church 
have sold the property on which the 
first church building was erected and 
purchased another lot, erected a new 
building at a cost of about $30,000 and 
furnished it and have been using it 
for more than a dcfsen yean.

Notwithstanding the fact, which 


was generally known, that no hope 
had been entertained for the recovery 
of H. B. Smith for some days, the an- 
nouncement of his death Sunday 
morning cast a gloom ovei the entire 
town. Mr. Smith was born in Wau- 
kegan, 111., December 7, 1846, and la- 
ter moved with his parents to Ohio 
in 1E54. In 1870 he was married to 
Miss Jennie Marsh in New York 
state. In 1880 Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
moved to Odebolt, Iowa, where he en 
tered Into the stock1 business and 
general farming, in both of which 
he was very successful. About six 
years ago Mr. and Mrs. Smith came 
to this place to spend the winter, and 
the following year purchased a winter 
home which they have occupied each 
successive season. 
A very severe 


wound received during the civil war 
caused Mr. Smith to be a great suf- 
ferer tor a long time, and In some 
measure a cripple for life, but it is 
said of him that he suffered without 
a murmur or complaint. Mr. Smith 
had been in declining health for the 
past 18 months, but bad rallied in 
some measure when he returned to 
Florida in October, and it was hoped 
that he might soon be fully well again 
These hopes were soon dissipated, 
however, and during most of the win 
ter he was confined to his bed, and 
his death expected any time during 
the past two weeks. Few men have 
come to this section and made the 
warm friends that he did, and none 
more highly esteemed for his many 
most excellent qualities. He was one 
of those who recognized the brother- 
hood of man and lived not for him- 
,elf but 
for his family 
and his 


friends, to whom he was true under 
any and all circumstances. The deep- 
est measure of sympathy goes with 
Mrs. 
Smith to her home at Odebolt, 


Iowa, where the body of her late hus- 
band will be laid to rest.

BURNED AT SEABREEZE 


MRS. H. L. KOCMERSPERGER AND 


MRS. W. H. WHITE HAD NAR. 


ESCAPES FROM A HOUSE THAT 


BURNED. 


Aroused by the crackling o' timber 


overhead. Airs. H. L. Kochersperger 
and Mrs. W. H. White barely escaped 
with their lives from Mrs. Kochers- 
perger's home which, with three other 
cottages, burned to the ground hi Sea- 
breeze at an early hour Monday. 
The fire is thought to have originated 
from defective flue or improper insu- 
lation of an electric wire. < The loss is 
estimated by Mrs. 
Kochersperger 


at between (20,000 and $25,000, with 
comparatively little insurance. 


About 12:45 a. m. Monday Mrs. 


Kochersperger was awakened by pop- 
ping, ot burning wood and, looking up, 
she discovered that flames were eat- 
ing their way through tne ceiling. She 
ran to the room in which Mrs. White 
was sleeping and aroused her and the 
two women had scarcely gotten out 
of the house when the roof fell in. 


They called for help and in a few 


minutes their cries were responded to 
by a man who lives nearby, and he 
gave the alarm to the Clarendon's flre 
department. By this time the Barnes 
aad gained such headway that It. was 
impossible to save the four cottages. 
Within an hour after the Sanies were 
discovered, the houses were reduced 
to smouldering ruin. 


A northeast wind coining directly 


toward the livery stables and the help 
quarters building, it was only by the 
valiant work ot the firemen that triese 
structures were saved. The firemen 
were personally directed by President 
E. L. Potter, of the Clarendon hotel.

realizing their perfect safety, calmly 
watched the conflagration from their 
windows in the hotel 


The cottages destroyed had been 


eased by Mrs. Kochersperger and the 
people to occupy them were expected 
to reach here this week. The furni- 
ure in all these houses was destroyed 
Too much credit cannot be given 


the fighters of the Clarendon hotel. It 
s said by those who witnessed the fire 
hat, in view of the strong wind, it 
was only the heroic work of these 
men that the fire was confined to the 
cottages.

Independence, Kan — An 


ated concern doing business ton1he 
state of Kansas without a charter Is 
not often found, but in this city there 
1* one 
It is the First Presbyterian 


church, which has not had a charter 
for at least twenfy-three yean. If 
ever 
In the meantime the trustees 


of the organization have as a board 
representing the church bought and 
sold real estate and erected two build- 
ings, a handsome church building and 
a manse 
A meeting was held last 


Thursday evening at which 29$ mem- 
bers of the congregation were rep- 
resented, either in person or by proxy 
and application was made for * new 
charter 
Tfils charter will legalize 


the acts of the trustees since the ez 
piration of the original charter, which, 
if one ever existed, expired In 1890. 


The church was organized In this 


city in 1870 It is the opinion of the 
charter members, only two of whom 
are now alive, that a charter was 
secured at that time but If so, it has 
been lost and has not been teen lor 
more than a quarter of a century 
The absence of a charter was dis- 
covered a few weeks ago by one of 
the oldest members, and steps were 
immediately taken to obtain a new 
charter 
Since the expiration ot the 


old charter the trustees of the church 
have sold the property on which the 
first church building was erected and 
purchased another lot, erected a new 
building at a cost of about $30,000 and 
furnished it and have been tulng it 
for more than a dcfaen yean. An- 
other lot was purchased some year* 
ago and a parsonage was erected at 
a cost of several thousand dollar*. 
The acts ot the trustees In these mat- 
ters were entirely illegal, according to 
goof authority, and It is claimed that 
securing a new charter will legalize 
these acts and also place the church 
organisation In a position to me and 
be sued, although the officers and the 
members of the church are not look- 
Ing for anything of the kind to hap- 
pen, as none of them are seeking law 
suits.

FOUR COTTAGES ARE 
BURNED AT SEABREEZE 


MRS. 
H. L. KOCHERS?ERGER AND 


MRS. W. H. WHITE HAD NAR- 


ESCAPES FROM A HOUSE THAT 


BURNED. 


Aroused by the crackling o' timber 


overhead, Mrs. H. L. Kochersperger 
and Mrs. W. H. White barely escaped 
with their lives from Mrs. Kochers- 
perger's home which, with three other 
cottages, burned to the ground hi Sea- 
breeze at an early hour Monday. 
The fire is thought to have originated 
from defective flue or improper insu- 
lation of an electric wire. < The loss is 
estimated by Mrs. 
Kochersperger 


at between f20,000 and $25,000, with 
comparatively little insurance. 


About 12:45 a. m. Monday Mrs. 


Kochersperger was awakened by pop- 
ping, of burning wood and, looking up, 
she discovered that flames were eat- 
ing their way through the ceiling. She 
ran to the room in which Mrs. White 
was sleeping and aroused her and the 
two women had scarcely gotten out 
of the house when the roof fell In. 


They called for help and in a few 


minutes their cries were responded to 
by a man who lives nearby, and he 
gave the alarm to the Clarendon's flre 
department. By this time the Barnes 
had gained such headway that it. was 
impossible to save the four cottages. 
Within an hour after the Sanies were 
discovered, the houses were reduced 
to smouldering ruin. 


A northeast wind coming directly 


toward the livery stables and the help 
quarters building, it was only by the 
valiant work of the firemen that tnese 
structures were saved. The firemen 
were personally directed by President 
B. L. Potter, of the Clarendon hotel. 


In addition to the four houses, Mrs. 


Kochersperger lost a valuable collec- 
tion of curios and art, gathered from 
all parts of the globe. Among other 
things was statuary valued at several 
thousand dollars, tapestry, 
Persian 


rugs, antique 
furniture, handsome 


paintings, cut glass and valuable 
books. 


Guests of the Clarendon, which Is 


within 50 feet of the burned cottages, 
were not disturbed by the hotel offi- 
cials, but many were awakened by the 
noise of the firemen below them and, 
realizing their perfect safety, calmly 
watched the conflagration from their 
windows In the hotel 


The cottages destroyed had been 


leased by Mrs- Kochersperger and the 
people to occupy them were expected 
to reach here this week. The furni- 
ture in all these houses was destroyed 


Too much credit cannot be given 


the fighters of the Clarendon hotel. It 
Is said by those who witnessed the fire 
that, in view of the strong wind, it 
was only the heroic work of these 
men that the fire was confined to the 
cottages.
